Downpour of Rain Adds Misery 


to Out Door Army at 


San Francisco. 


NOT ENOUGH TENTS 


TO SHELTER REFUGEES 


Temporary Detention Hospitals Being 


Established —Hugo Barracks 


to bo Erected Which Will 


House 5,000. 


S/N FRANCISCO, April. 23.—Thou- 


sands of San Francisco's homeless slept 
in the open—if they slept at all—in a 
drenching rain last night, adding untold 
misery and suffering to those whose cup 
is already full. .Shortly after midnight 
it bi'gnn to ruin and continued for three 
hours from a drizzle at times to a heavy 
doownpour for a few minutes. At six 
o'clock the rain begun to full again and 
indications are that it may continue to- 
day. Thousands of people—men, women 
and 
children—campocl 
in . the parks, 


squares and open lots, wore awakened by 
the rain dashing in their fnco and tho 
\vator dripping through improvised tents. 
Wherovcr possible, women and children 
wore crowded, huddled iuto the regular 
canvas waterproof touts such as arc on 
hand. Little, however, could be done as 
the facilities are entirely inadequate to 
house all the homeless and large num- 
bers sought the protection of trees, 
bushes, and a few boards placed over 
thoir heads to ward off the water. About 
daylight a man appeared at police head- 
quarters with tears streaming down his 
cheeks and sobbing until ho could not 
speak, usking for some kind of convey- 
ance to take his la rally from 
Golden 


Gate park to some shelter. He was told, 
that nothing could be done until day- 
light. 


The rain has cooled the ruins and ex- 


tinguished some of tho fires which still 
illumined the sky. The night was of al- 
most stygian darkness, the silence only 
broken by the measured tread of patrols 
and sentries and an occasional shot. Last 
night for the first time, lights were al- 
lowed in tho houses, but only from dark 
until 10 o'clock. 


A temporary detention hospital is to 


be established in the basement of the 
Sacred Heart school conducted by the 
Dominican Sisters, at the corner of Fill- 
more anil Hayes street* and the first 
commitment since the earthquake was 
mado yesterday. The Sisters of the Sa- 
cred Heart kindly turned over a part of 
the already crowded quarters to the in- 
sanity commissioners and a number of 
patients aro already housed there. Tho 
board met yesterday afternoon with 
Judge Murlsky and Judge Graham and 
Charles Barclay, 
a former 
inmate of 


Stockton was sent there again. An in- 
sane Chinese at the Presidio hospital was 
killed yesterday by a delirious federal 
patient. The Oriental's skull was crush- 
ed by an iron bar in the hands of his 
crazy aggressor. 


Tho night attendants of the Central 


Emergency hospital who were all believ- 
ed to have been killed, when the 'city 
hall was razed by the'earthquake escap- 
ed with the exception of Stewart Man- 
ville. Ho was severely injured by the 
falling walls, but was rescued from the 
ruins und taken to the Presidio hospital. 
Col. T. W. Morgan Draper has offered to 
supervise the erection of a huge barraks 
for the refugees at the' Presidio and his. 
services have been accepted by the feder- 
al authorities. Work began on the struc- 
ture today and will' be rushed to com- 
pletion. The plans call for the housing 
og 5,000 persons, 


HAKRIMAN ON' THE SCENE. 


NEW YORK, April 23.—E. H. Harri- 


man, president of tho Union and South- 
ern Pacific Railroad companies, who levt 
for San Francisco immediately after the 
earthquake, sent the following telegram 
from Oakland descriptive of the situa- 
tion in San Francisco: 


Oakland Pier,—Have just returned 


from Snn Francisco. Impossible to des- 
cribe the destruction and all parts of the 
city are total loss. About 50.000 have 
moved to outlying districts, nnd those 
us well as the whole of the remaining in- 
habitants of San Francisco will have to 
bo fed and cured for for some time. 
There aro no markets or stocks of any 
kind left so that even with abundance of 
money the bare necessities could not bo 
purchased. People *ro,living io nil sorts 
of temporary habitations, but in a few 
days it is expected that they will be sup- 
plied with sufficient tents, which are on 
the wny as well as blankets. The cuok- 
ing of the inhabitants, whether those re- 
maining in their houses or not, lias to 
be doni- in the streets as no fires :irc al- 
lowed in any of the houses.

company). Mr. Herrin (a Southern Pa- 
cific official) is with General Funston (it 
his headquarters and the whole staff is 
at work on something to help in the care 
of tho people. It was fortunate that a 
government post was located here and 
especially so that it is in charge of Gen- 
eral Funston. His foresight and precau- 
tion have given the people necessary pro- 
tection against depredations and inspired 
a feeling of confidence and cheerfulness. 
The rich and poor have to be-cared for 
alike. It is wonderful how courageous 
and hopeful they all are. It,is the kind 
of spirit upon which can be depended the 
successful return of upbuilding and pros- 
perity." 


FIRE BREAKS OUT ANEW. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 23.—The fire 


whinh seemed to have died out yesterday 
broke out with'renewed vigor in the 
coal bunkers north of the ferry building 
shortly after midnight. The fire reach- 
ed these bunkers Saturday but was ap- 
parently checked after a hard fight- al- 
though the blnze stubbornly resisted all 
efforts of the firemen to extinguish it. 
Unless the flames can be subdued there 
is grave danger that they will eat their 
way across to the docks north of the 
ferry building and reach this great struc- 
ture.

At an early hour this morning, the 


fire was still burning. 


REFUGEES REACH OGDEN. 


OGDEN, Utah., April 23.—Six hundred 


and forty-four refugees reached' Ogden 
today and they are now being fed by the 
local relief .committee. 


The mental strain of the fleeing, terror 


stricken people is best illustrated in the 
misfortune of Mrs. Ida Reed. .She ar- 
rived in Oakland apparently of sound 
mind, but when the tension of the scenes 
was relieved, by a realization that she 
was safely located on the refugee- train 
bound oast her mind gave way and she 
arrived in Ogden a raving maniac and is 
now detained in the city jail. Her desti- 
nation was Wavorly, Iowa. Hen 
ten 


year old son is being cared for by the 
ladies' relief committee. 


The flight of the refugees can only be 


likened to that of a retreating army. The 
people arriving today apparently were 
driven from their homos without time 
even properly to clothe themselves. Some 
aro hatless .and ,-coatless and others are 
garbed in misfits donated by tho relief 
committees, between Oakland and Ogden. 


They all have the same story of hor- 


ror to relate and their one desire is to 
pet far away from the scenes of their 
misfortunes as possible. 


Nearly nil the refugees on this train 


are bound for Chicago.

JUDGE FOWLER OF 


PORTAGE HEARS CASE 


Attorney Thomas M. Kearney Presents 


tlie Case and Sets 'Forth Con- 


tentions of Plaintiff on 


Several Points. 


What will unquestionably prove the 


greatest lawsuit in the history of the 
county and of vast importance to union- 
ism in Wisconsin and the' United States, 
was commenced in tho circuit court to 2 
o'clock this afternoon, before 
Judge 


Chester A! Fowler of Portage, Wis. It 
is that-of Otto B'. Schulz against Benja- 
min Dresscn, et al, for $25,000 damages. 
The defendants 'include the Trades & 'La- 
bor Council and nearly 
one hundred 


menibevs of various unions of- the :city, 
and tho outcome, should it go against' 
the unions, will destroy the power of 
that, organization.

Briefly reviewed the litigation is this, 


way. Mr. Schulz owns and operates • a' 
largo bakery and confestionery store. He' 
refused to unionize his shop or place the: 
union label on his bread. Efforts were 
made by the Bakers' and Confectioners' 
union to induce him to concede, but with- 
out avail. 


Mr. Schulz claimed that his business 


was greatly injured by reason of his 
name being posted on the unfair list'and 
a goncr.il boycott being declared and he 
commenced the action. 


L'ndqr the discovery act many witness- 


es were examined before Court Commis- 
sioner Wentivorth.. .The testimony re- 
vealed that the name of'Mr. Schulz _was 
placed on the unfair list, but it was de- 
nied that there was a general boycott. 


The case was called twice, once before 


Judge Belden and the second time before 
Judge Stevens of Madison, affidavits of 
prejudice being filed against both. Then 
Judge Fowler was called and he recently 
heard arguments upon the question as to 
whether the court or a jury should try 
the case, and he decided that the court 
should hear and determine. 


The cause is purely an equitable one. 


Attorney Thomas M. Kearney, in pre- 
senting the case held that every action 
at law or in equity is based upou.s'omc 
claim of right in the plaintiff and of the 
invasion of that right by the defendant' 
to' the1 plaintiff's damage. Carefully he 
won't over the merits of the case, IIOTT 
.Mr. Schulz is a business man,, how..the 
'deferidarits attempted to unionize the 
shop and the conditions the unions usu- 
ally imposed, then the boycott and dam- 
age.' 


On the law of the case Mr. Kearney 


said that ho would claim in keeping with 
the allegations of the complaint: 


A.—That the right of the plaintiff to 


employ his labor, skill and estate in a 
lawful way free from interference or re- 
straint of the defendants, was a common 
rigltt which the law will always support. 


B.—That the purpose of the defendants 


and those associated with them in seek- 
ing to impose upon the plaintiff and con- 
ditions lawful and unlawful, against his 
will, was an unlawful purpose which 
merits legal condemnation. 


C.—That the conditions sought to be 


imposed by the defendants upon the 
plaintiff were contrary to public policy, 
unlawful and oppressive, and such as the 
courts -and the law willingly condemn. 


D.—That the combination of tlio de- 


fendants for the purpose' of enforcing the 
demands referred to upon the plaintiff 
and other employers of labor, by gener- 
ally withholding their patronage as well 
as by the acts described, was and is a 
conspiracy and unlawful combination, 
and so declared by the courts from time 
beyond memory. 


E.—That; the means employed by tha 


defendants to impose the conditions re- 
ferred to upon tho plaintiff, were and 
are unlawful, are destructive of rights 
of property, are continuing in their char- 
actor, threaten irreparable injury to the 
plaintiff and wrongs which would require 
the bringing of a multiplicity of actions 
for 
their redress, and that they are 


clearly within the jurisdiction of equity 
and should be forever enjoined. 


F.—That.the unfair list Deferred to as 


ono of the implements used and employ- 
ed by the defendants in carrying out 
their aims and purposes, is unlawful in 
and 
of itself, injurious- to 
property 


rights, is not protected by the constitu- 
tional provisions concerning freedom of 
speech nud of the press, -and should be 
abated by the judgment of this court. 


G.—Finally, the plaintiff is entitled to 


recover from the defendants all of the 
ihuniige-i lie has sustained ns a result of 
thek acts , and those associated • with 


them, whether'the same were within tho 
contemplation of "the defendants or oth- 
erwise, including the lessened value of 
his value as a whole. 


The attorney argued that all acts of 


the defendants, were illegal and unlaw- 
ful., 
• 


The defendants have claimed in their 


ariswer that the unfair list is- lawful,- 
that Mr. Schulz was not boycotted and 
that th'e Citizens' Alliance were back of 
him in the suit.

The house joint resolution appropri- 


ating one million dollars additional for 
the relief of San Francisco passed on Sat- 
urday was. laid before the senate. Mr» 
Allison offered an amendment increasing' 
'the' appropriation $1,500,000 in accord.-] 
ance with the president's request. He* 
''also offered an amendment making tha) 
'fund applicable to the payment of extra! 
'mileage and transportation of troops oe1; 
'casioned by the calamity on the Pacific; 
coast. In this form the resolution 
p'ajsed. 


Bills were passed as follows: Amend-,: 


iug the act to regulate commutation for'1 


good conduct for United States prisoners: 


A bill organizing the corps of dental 


surgeons attached to the medical depart- 
ment of the army was passed by the sen- 
ate, after a division was called for, by 
Mr. Halo and a roll call had to develop a 
quirum. 


The railroad rate bill was then laid 


before tho senate,'and Mr. La Follette 
resumed Jus speech.'^ 


Approaching the 'close Of the speech, 


Mr:-La.--Follette S;iid: 


This extended rivalry of the evidence 


"of increasing'rates-and" vicious discrimin- 
ation, of the methods of railroad build- 
ing, over capitalization and reckless spec- 
ulation all demonstrate the-necessity of. 
the valuation of railroad property as a 
basis for securing to the people of this 
country, just and reasonable rates. Be- 
fore this bilLbeeomes a law, I trust that 
the amendment which I shall offer, or 
some better one. will be incorporated, 
niakirrg full and complete provision at an 
early date for the true valuation of all 
the railroad property of the United 
States. 


"When it is remembered that the .cont 


mission is the only tribunal that stands, 
.between the railroads and tho public? 
.that the-power conferred upon the cant*- 
•mission is the power of congress itself;: 
that the commission really represent*, 
.the government of the United States- 
does not the proposed law seem to falE 
short of a just and comprehensive treat- 
ment of a groat subject of legislation* 
I would not be unfair. The bill hte 
.neither ill intent nor high purpose. Bit, 
pediency seems to have been the coit- > 
.trolling factor in framing it. 


The history of the last thirty years-ofc 


struggle for just and equitable legisla- 
tion, demonstrates that the powerful 
combinations or organized wealth and 
special interests have had an overbal- 
ancing control in state and national leg- 
islation. 


For a generation the Americon people 


have watched the growth of this power 
in legislation. Against the natural laws 
of trade and commerce is set the arbi- 
trary will of a fow masters of special 
privilege. The principal transportation 
linos of the country are so operated as 
to eliminate competition. Between rail- 
roads and other monopolies, controlling 
great natural resources and most of the 
necessaries of life, there exists a "com- 
munity of interests" in all cases and an 
identity of ownership in many. 


'During this debate there has been 


much talk about the country having, 
"hysteria." Magazine writers and press 
correspondents have been denounced, and 
there would seem to ba an agreement 
that they are to be pursued and discred- 
ited, lest they lodge in the- popular mind 
a wrongful estimate of the public ser- 
vico. 
It does not lie in the power of any or 


all of the magazines of the country, or 
of the press—great .as it is—to destroy, 
without justification, the confidence of 
tho 
people in the American congress.- 


Neither can any mtm on earth, whatever 
his position or power, alter the settled 
conviction of the intelligent citizensliip 
of this, country, when it is grounded on 
fact and experienco. It rests solely with 
the United States senate to fix and main- 
tain its.own repuUttiotl for fidelity to 
public trust. It will be judged by the 
.record. -It cannot repose in security up- 
on its exalted position, and the glorious 
horditages of its traditions. It is worse 
than folly to fed, or to profess to feel 
indifferent with respect to public judg- 
ment. If public confidence is wanting in 
the congress, it is not of hasty growth, 
it is not the product'Of "jaundiced .jour- 
nalism." • It is .the result of years of dis- 
appointment nnd defeat. It is the out- 
growth of a quarter of a, century of keen, 
discriminating.Study of public questions, 
public records and the lives of public 
men. 
Our responsibility is great, our 


duty is plain.

HAD BEEN SICK AND 


AILING FOE LONG TIME 


Born in Wales and Came Herein 1856 


—Pioneer, Business Man and 


Vocalist of Note-Fnner- 


al Wednesday. 


Evan 0. Jones, pioneer, business man, 


soldier of the civil war and a vocalist of 
national reputation, died at 6 o'clock 
Saturday afternoon, April 21, at 
his 


home, 847 Park avenue, after a long and 
painful illness, which he bore with pa- 
tience and resignation, in the 69th-year 
of , his age. Pew men were better or 
more favorably known in the city than 
Mr.-'Jones. For many years ho follow- 
edv$he. business of a meat merchant, dif- 
feraiit citizraB being engaged with' him. 
lEeTtfas a- member of the Masonic fraler- 
fniiyj Governor Harvey Post, No. 17, G. 


SR., being.its secretary; St. David's so- 
ty and its secretary; was endowed 


'with a fine tenor voice and 'took a very 
:proinmcnt part in all musical events in 
tthe city, as leader of church choirs, tuix- 
'ed-choruses and all of the Eisteddfods 
held here for years, in competition!! for 
prizes and his choirs were generally suc- 
cessful, 
one chorus winning the $500 


;>rizc at the national Eisteddfod held in 
Chicago some years ago. For a number 
of years he has filled the position of 
deputy United States revenue collector 
for Racino aiid Kenosha counties, and no 
man ever served with better satisfaction 
to his superior officers than he, for the 
reason, .that,, his penmanship .was perfect 
and his abilities as an' accountant cor- 
rect in ever respect. 


WAS BORN IX WALES. 


Deceased was born in the town of 


Maehynlleth, Montgomeryshire, 
North 


Wales. With his parents, Evan and 
Catherine (Owen) Jones, four sisters*and 
his grandfather, he came to America in 
1S56, 
settling in Eacinc. His early edu- 


cation was acquired in his native town 
and he also passed an examination to 
enter an Episcopal college at Llanymddy- 
fri, South Wales, but he did not take 
aflrantage of that .opportunity, learned 
a; .trade which he followed for some time, 
'•Trot his health failed and he took up .the 
•meat business, and with his father ett- 
fgaged in it after settling in Racine.. In 
the year 1861 he went.to California, but 
'Only remained there about 
eighteen 


jmpnths and returned to the Belle City. • 


GOES TO THE'WAR. 


• -It 'was in August, 1363, when the war 
of the rebellion'was raging, that he en- 
listed in Company F, Twenty-second reg- 
iment, Wisconsin volunteers, and receiv- 
ed the appointment of orderly sergeant. 
He'proceeded with his regiment to Ken- 
tucky, afterwards to Tennessee, was tak- 
en prisoner with his regiment at the bat- 
tle of Brentwood station and was sent to 
Libby prison, Richmond, Va., .and suf- 
fered all of the hardships which the 
prisoners 
of war were subjected to in 


southern prisons. After his release the. 
regiment was reorganized fit St. Louis 
and sent to Tennessee. When at Mur- 
frieuboro he was stricken with a severe 
attack of sickness, and he was honorably 
discharged, holding at that time the of- 
fice, of sergeant major of his. regiment. 
•While with the regiment he participated 
in all of the battles and made a bravo 
and fearless soldier. 


MARRIED AFTER. WAR. 


In 1S65 he was united in marriage to 


MisB Jennie Lewis of Berlin, Wis. Five 
children were bom of this union, three 
sons, Gains, Harvey and Darwin Jones; 
rfcwo daughters, Catherine, now Mrs. 
Carver, and Etta, now Mrs.. Bates. Ho 
was married .a, second time to Mias Han- 
nah. Lewis, a native of Aberyetwith, who 
with a daughter, Miss Lynda Jones, and 
son Ellsworth, are left to mourn his 
death. The sympathy of the entire com- 
munity is with the bereaved family in 
their groat sorrow, and loss of a kind 
husband and indulgent father. 


WAS A GOOD CITIZEN. 


It can be %aid of Evan .0. Jones that 


he was a kind-hearted and generous man, 
one who was ever ready to assist the 
poor and ne.ver was a needy and worthy 
person who applied to him for assistance 
turned .away empty handed. He was 
public spirited and progressive and ever 
manifested a. commendable interest that 
tended to build up the community. An 
upright life won for him- a'position 
among the substantial citizena of the 
community.

HEARD" FROM 
FRIENDS 


Nearly all Racine People in Cal- 


ifornia Accounted for-Be- 
lated Telegrams Received 


With one or two exceptions all of the 


Racine people at San Francisco when the 
earthquake and fire occurred, have been 
heard from and they are well and safe. 
This- will be gratifying news, as there 
was much anxiety, felt in all parts of the 
city, possibly forty residents being lo- 
cated in or visiting the Golden State. 


'• A telegram was received this morning 
from Mr. F. W. Starbuck of 'the Journal, 
dated San Francisco,'April 21,1 announc- 
ing that all were safe and advising his 
son that his address would remain un- 
changed. • This would indicate that the 
earthquake and fire did not injure the 
property where Mr.-Starbuck and his 
family occupied rooms 
on 
California 


street. They were located,, as near as 
can be ascertained, about a mile from 
where the fire was finally stopped. Mr. 
Starbuck and family expect to leave Cal-. 
ifornia within, three or four weeks for 
their-home in Racine. 


P. H.' Clancy received a- message from, 


his wife yesterday, informing, him that 
she was safe and well at San Mateo. 
. Mrs. Claus .Harms, wife of Policeman 
Harms, received^ a-postal card; dated at 
San .Francisco, California, April 19,'from 
"her brother, Conrad' Foertach,..stating 
that he and his family were all right,, 
but -that his brother Henry could .not be 
found.' Conrad Foertsch was r, rpsident 
of Racine twenty-four years ago and 
Henry left here twenty years ago. The 
postal s;iid that no.pen could describe 
the terrible calamity.

WAS GUEST AT PALACE. 


OAKLAND, Cal., April 20.-^Among 


the refugees from San Francisco 
who 


found themselves stranded in this city, 
were John Singleton, a .Los Angeles mil- 
lionaire, his wife and her sister. Tho 
Singletons were staying at the Palace 
hotel when the earthquake shock occur- 
red on .Wednesday morning. Mr. Single- 
ton gives the following account ot his 
experience: 


"The 
shock wrecked the rooms in 


which we were sleeping.. We managed 
to get our clothes, on and get out im- 
mediately. We had been- at tho hotel 
only two days ond left probably $3,000 
worth of persona] effects in the room. 


"After leaving the Palace, we secured 


an express wagon for $25 to take us to 
the Casi, near Golden Gate park where 
we stayed Wednesday night. On Thurs- 
day morning we managed to get a con- 
veyance at enormous- cost and spent the 
entire day in getting to the Palace. We 
paid a dollar apiece for eggs and a dollar 
for n loaf of bread. On these and a lit- 
tle ham we had to bo satisfied. We 
reached Oakland last night on a ferry 
boat and are now trying to get back to 
Los Angeles." 


STRAPPED FOR MONEY. 


• Mr. Singleton, like thousands of other 
people in Oakland, found himself with- 
out funds this morning, and as there are 
no banks open and none will be open un- 
til Monday, he had difficulty in securing 
cash until he met some one who knew 
him. The people who. find themselves 
without money in Oakland are numerous 
and all are having difficulty in securing, 
cash owing to th'e banks and all business 
houses being closed-by: proclamation of 
the governor. Those who are unable to 
buy food, however," are being supplied by 
the local relief committees and by the 
various churches which are being thrown' 
open to accommodate the homeless from 
across the bav.'

Stars Lose Personal Belongings 


—Thrilling Experience 


in Escaping. 


•OAKLAND, Cal., April 20.—The mem- 


bers of the Metropolitan Opera company 
of Xew York, all victims of the great 
disaster, are leaving today for the east. 


Mrae. Sembrich placed the loss by the 


destruction of her elegant costumes at 
$20,000. She was fortunate enough to 
save her valuable pearls. The total loss 
•to the organization may reach. $150,000. 


When they were seen by an Associated 


Press representative in their special cars 
today; the opera stars gave an interest- 
ing account of their experiences.' 


On the morning of the earthquake; the 


members of the company were distribut- 
ed among the different hotels, moat of. 
them being at the Palace, St: Francis aod 
the^Oaks. Caruso_, Scotti, Miss WaJker. 
Mies Abbott, Miss Jacoby and otlier prin- 
cipals were at the Palace. 'Plancon and 
Dipple and Mme. Sembrich were at the 
St. Francis and the musicians and the 
chorus at tho Oaks. Mme. Eamcs, Miss 
Fremated and several others were at pri- 
vate hotels or residences. The sudden 
shock brought all out'of their bed rooms 
in all kinds'.of attire. The women were 
in their night dresses, the men in paja- 
mas, none pausing to dress, all convinced 
that their last hour had come. Ten min- 
utes later, Caruso wag seen seated on MB 
valise in the middle of the street.' Many 
of the others had rushed to open>squares 
or other places of supposed safety. Even 
than it was difficult to avoid the debris

On August 1, 1898, the reduction in'fav- 
or ot British products was increased to 
25 per cent, and on July 1,.1D06, was still 
further increased to 33% per cent, ' De- 
spite these advantages'in favor of goods 
entering Canada from the,United King- 
dom exports to Canada from that coun-

In 1887 the United State? enjoyed Can- 


adian. trade to the extent of 42,0 per 
cent and England 42.0 per cent, thus di- 
vided exactly in half between tho two as 
to supplying Canadian wants. ^ By 1897 
this percentage of ours increased to 53,5 
and tho percentage of England had de- 
creased to 27.0 per cent. Last year the 
percentage of this country reached 60.G 
per cent,. while England could only show 
up with 24 per cent. 


The United States is now selling to 


tho Canadian people something in excess 
of six-tenths -of all goods and products. 
they need, while, the mother country is 
only able to sell to her dependency n lit- 
tlo less than a 'fourth of their needs. The 
nicthod adopted by Canada to increase 
Jior-ttado with the old country, by means 
of pr<*!rontial dut'C3 lms 
one 'more convincing demonstration that 
tie natural trade movements cannot be 
legislated against. The natural trade 
movement is for Canada and the United 
State* 'to do business -vwth each other, 
and it' -would seem clear enough that the 
explanation as to why we do not buy 
more with Canada is that the present 
tariff duties prevent for one thing; but 
another and legitimate reason is that ns 
Caiiada increase* her products we need 
over there, we shall sell more and more 
to her. Just now we can produce and 
inanufacture much more in proportion

[ manufacturer* to compete, and. in fact, 
make it impossible to do business at all. 
This is now the case in several-states- 
notably in Kansas. A raise in the rates, 
some, jugging with tho rate sheets and 
tho independent? find themselves barred. 
It is to correct the well-founded abuses, 
to enable shippers, producers and manu- 
facturers who have excellent reasons for 
believing some-trust or -favored interest, 
have an advantage in any one of the 
present processes by which unjust prefer- 
ences arc given and unfair rates, that so 
large a number of the American people 
favor congress enacting national legisla- 
tion to this end.

Thus it is to enable a commission to 


correct what is deemed'nn unfair rate 
or unjust practice.of favoritism, tlmt an 
effective addition to the interstate Inw is 
demanded. It-is not the plan of 'the,'con- 
servatives who justly denounce injustice 
wherever it may be-found or whoever 
may practice such, that congress should 
authorize any commission to construct 
srailroad freight tariff sheets, but it ^is 
desirable and necessary, to insure, fair- 
new that a commisiaon should possess 
ample power to bar out unjust rates; nnd 
to promptly put an end to 'any preferen- 
tial-practices, .however practiced.

SLEPT IN 


Downpour of Bain Adds Misery 


to Out Door Army at 


San Francisco. 


NOT ENOUGH 


TO SHELTEE EEFUGEES 


Temporary Detention Hospitals Being 


Established — Huge Barracks 


to be Erected Which Will 


Honse 5,000. 


FRANCISCO, April 23.—Thou- 


sands of San Francisco's homeless slept 
in the open—if they slept at all—in a 
drenching rain last night, adding untold 
misery and suffering to those whose cup 
is already full. .Shortly after midnight 
it began to rain and continued for three 
hours from a drizzle at times to a heavy 
doownpour for a few minutes. At six 
o'clock the rain began to fall again and 
indications arc that it may continue to- 
day. Thousands of people—men, women 
and 
children—camped in the 
parks, 


squares and open lots, were awakened by 
the rain dashing in their face and the 
water dripping through improvised tents. 
Wherever possible, women and children 
we2-e crowded, huddled into the regular 
canvas waterproof tents such as are on 
hand. Little, however, could be done as 
the facilities are entirely inadequate to 
house all the homeless and large num- 
bers sought the protection of trees, 
bushes, and a few boards placed over 
their heads to ward off the water. About 
daylight a man appeared at police head- 
quarters with tears streaming down his 
cheeks and sobbing until lie could not 
speak, asking for some kind of convey- 
ance to take his family from 
Golden 


Gate park to some shelter. He was told, 
that nothing could be done until day- 
light. 


The rain has cooled the ruins and ex- 


tinguished some of the fires which still 
illumined the sky. The night was of al- 
most stygian darkness, the silence only 
broken by the measured tread of patrols 
and sentries and an occasional shot. Last 
night for the first time, lights were al- 
lowed in the houses, but only from dark 
until 10 o'clock. 


A temporary detention hospital is to 


be established in the basement of the 
Sacred Heart school conducted by the 
Dominican Sisters, at the corner of Fill- 
more and Hayes streets and the first 
commitment since the earthquake was 
made yesterday. The Sisters of the Sa- 
cred Heart kindly turned over a part of 
the already crowded quarters to the in- 
sanity commissioners and a number of 
patients are already housed there. The 
board met yesterday afternoon with 
Judge Murlsky and Judge Graham and 
Charles Barclay, a former 
inmate of 


Stockton was sent there again. An in- 
sane Chinese at the Presidio hospital was 
killed yesterday by a delirious federal 
patient. The Oriental's skull was crush- 
ed by an iron bar in the hands of his 
crazy aggressor. 


The night attendants of the Central 


Emergency hospital who were all believ- 
ed to have been killed, when the eity 
hall wns razed by the earthquake escap- 
ed with the exception of Stewart Man- 
ville. He was severely injured by the 
falling walls, but was rescued from the 
ruins and taken to the Presidio hospital. 
Col. T. W. Morgan Draper has offered to 
supervise the erection of a huge barraks 
for the refugees at the Presidio and his. 
services liave been accepted by the feder- 
al authorities. Work began on the struc- 
ture today and will be rushed to com- 
pletion. The plans call for the housing 
og 5,000 persons. 


HARRIMAN ON'THE SCENE. 


NEW YORK, April 23.—E. H. Harri- 


man. president of the Union and South- 
ern Pacific Railroad companies, who left 
for San Francisco immediately after the 
earthquake, sent the following telegram 
from Oakland descriptive of the situa- 
tion in San Francisco: 


Oakland Pier.—Have just returned 


from San Francisco. Impossible to des- 
cribe the destruction and all parts of the 
city are total loss. About 50^000 have 
moved to outlying districts, and those 
as well as the whole of the remaining in- 
habitants of San Francisco will have to 
bo fed and cured for for some time. 
There are no markets or stocks of any 
kind left so that even with abundance of 
money the bare necessities could not be 


f ' 
purchased. People are living in all sorts 


\ 
of temporary habitations, but in a few 


I 
days it is expected that they will be sup- 
plied with sufficient tents, which are on 
the >v«y as well as blankets. The cook- 
ing of the inhabitants, whether those re- 
maining in their houses or not, has to 
be done in the streets as no fires are al- 
lowed in any of the houses. 


"1 am living on the cat' at the end of. 


the Oakland Mole next to Mr. Calvin, 
(vice president of the Southern Pacific 
company). Mr. Herrin (a Southern Pa- 
cific official) is with General Funston at 
his headquarters and the whole staff is 
at work on something .to help in the care 
of the people. It was fortunate that a 
government post was located here and 
especially so that it is in charge of Gen- 
eral Funston. His foresight and precau- 
tion have given the people necessary pro- 
tection against depredations and inspired 
a feeling of confidence'. and: cheerfulness. 
The rich and poor have to be cared for 
alike. It is wonderful how courageous 
and hopeful they all' are. It is the kind 
of spirit upon which can be depended the 
successful return of upbuilding and pros- 
perity." 


FIRE BREAKS OUT ANEW. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 23.—The fire 


which seemed to have died out yesterday 
broke put with'renewed vigor, in the 
coal bunkers north of the ferry building 
shortly after midnight. The fire reach- 
ed these bunkers Saturday but was ap- 
parently checked after a hard fight al- 
though the blaze stubbornly resisted all 
efforts of the firemen to extinguish it. 
Unless the flames can be subdued there 
is grave danger that they will eat their 
way across to the docksi north of the 
ferry building and reach this great struc- 
ture. 


At an early hour this morning, the 


fire was still btirning. 
. 


REFUGEES REACH OGDEN. 


OGDEN, Utah., April 23.—Six hundred 


and forty-four refugees reached' Ogden 
today and they are now being fed by the 
local relief committee. 
. 


The mental strain of the fleeing, terror 


stricken people is best illustrated, in the 
misfortune of Mrs. Ida Reed. .She ar- 
rived in Oakland apparently of sound 
mind, but when the tension of the scenes 
was relieved, by a realization that she 
was safely located on the refugee train 
bound east her mind gave way and she 
arrived in Ogden a raving maniac and is 
now detained in the city jail. Her desti- 
nation was Waverly, Iowa. Hen ten 
year old son is being cared for by the 
ladies' relief committee. 


The flight of the refugees can only be 


likened to that of a retreating army. The 
people arriving today apparently were 
driven from their homes without time 
even properly to clothe themselves. Some 
are hatless .and icoatless and others are 
garbed in misfits donated by the relief 
committees, between Oakland and Ogden. 


They all have the same story of hor- 


ror to relate and their one desire is to 
got far away from the scene* of their 
misfortunes as possible. 


Nearly all the refugees on this train 


are bound for Chicago.

JUDGE FOWLEE OF 


POETAGE HEAES CASE 


Attorney Thomas M. Kearney Presents 


the Case and Sets 'Forth Con- 


tentions of Plaintiff on 


Several Points. 


What will unquestionably prove the 


greatest lawsuit in the history of the 
county and of vast importance to union- 
ism in Wisconsin and the' United States, 
was commenced in the circuit court to 2 
o'clock this afternoon, before Judge 
Chester A. Fowler of Portage, Wis. 
It 


is that of Otto B. Schulz against Benja- 
min Dressen, et al,. for $25,000 damages. 
The defendants include the Trades 'Ik 'La- 
bor Council and nearly 
one hundred 


members of various unions of the ;eityj 
and the outcome, should it go against' 
the .unions, will destroy the power' of 
that, organization.

Briefly reviewed the litigation is this 


way. . Mr. Schulz owns and operates a 
large bakery and confestio'nery store. He 
refused to unionize his shop or place the1 
union label on his bread. Efforts were 
made by the Bakers' and Confectioners' 
union to induce him to concede, but with- 
out avail. 


Mr. Schulz claimed that his business 


was greatly injured by reason of his 
name being posted on the unfair list and 
a general boycott being declared and he 
commenced the action. 


Unde.r the discovery act many witness- 


es were examined before Court Commis- 
sioner Wentreorth.. ..The testimony re- 
vealed that the name of'Mr. Schulzwas 
placed on the unfair list, but it was de- 
nied that there was a general boycott. 


The case was called twice, once before 


Judge Belden and the second time before 
Judge Stevens of Madison, affidavits of 
prejudice being filed against both. Then 
Judge Fowler was called and he recently 
heard arguments upon the question as to 
whether the court or a jury should try 
the case, and he decided that the court 
should, hear and determine. 


The cause is purely an equitable one. 


Attorney Thomas M. Kearney, in pre-' 
senting the case held that every action 
at law or in equity is based upon s*ome 
claim of right in the plaintiff and of the 
invasion of that right by the defendant 
to the1 plaintiff's damage. Carefully he 
went over the merits of the case, how 


:Mrv Sciulz is a business man,, Jiow.ihe 
'defendants attempted to unionize the 
'shop and the conditions the unions usu- 
ally imposed, then the boycott and .dam- 
age." 


On the law of the case Mr. Kearney 


said that he would claim in keeping with 
the allegations of the complaint: 


A.—That the right of the plaintiff to 


employ his labor, skill and estate in a 
lawful way free from interference or re- 
straint of the defendants, was a common 
rigltt which the law will always support. 


B.—That the purpose of the defendants 


and those associated with them in seek- 
ing to impose upon the plaintiff and con- 
ditions lawful an'd unlawful, against his 
will, was an unlawful 
purpose which 


merits legal condemnation. 


C.—That the conditions sought to be 


imposed by the defendants upon the 
plaintiff were contrary to public policy, 
unlawful and oppressive, and such as the 
courts 'and the law willingly condemn. 


D.—That the combination of the de- 


fendants for the purpose' of enforcing the 
demands referred to upon the plaintiff 
and other employers of labor, by gener- 
a.lly withholding their patronage as well 
as by the acts described, was and is a 
conspiracy and unlawful combination, 
and so declared by the courts from time 
beyond memory. 


E.—That; the means employed by the 


deferftlants to impose the conditions re- 
ferred to upon, the plaintiff, were and 
are unlawful, are . destructive of rights 
of property, are continuing in their char- 
actor, threaten irreparable injury to the 
plaintiff and wrongs which would require 
the bringing of a multiplicity of actions 
for 
their redress, and. that they are 


clearly within the jurisdiction of equity 
and should be forever enjoined. 


F.—That the unfair list referred to as 


one of the implements used and employ- 
ed by the defendants in carrying out 
their aims and purposes, is unlawful in 
and 
of itself, injurious- to 
property 


right's, is not protected by the constitu- 
tional provisions concerning freedom of 
speech nud of the press, and should be 
abated by the judgment.of this court. 


G.—Finally, the plaintiff is entitled to 


recover from tliu defendants all of the 
clamagey he has sustained as a result of 
their acts . and those associated with 


them, whether the same were within the 
contemplation of the defendants or oth- 
erwise, including the lessened value of 
his value as a whole. 


The attorney argued that all acts of 


the defendants, were illegal and unlaw- 
ful., 


The defendants have claimed in their 


ariswer that the unfair list is lawful, 
that :Mr. Schulz was not boycotted and 
that tne Citizens' Alliance were back ol 
him in the suit. 


SENATOR ENDS 
SPEECH 


La Follette Concludes His Argu- 


ment on Baflway Eate Bill. 


Declares Combinations of Wealth Have 


an Overbalancing Influence 


on Legislation.

Approaching the 'close of the speech, 


Mr:-La-Follette said: 


This extended Rivalry of the evidence 


"of increasing, rates-and ^vicious discrimin- 
ation, of the methods of railroad build- 
ing, over capitalization and reckless spec- 
ulation all demonstrate the necessity of 
the valuation of railroad property as a 
basis for securing to the people of this 
country, just and reasonable rates. Be- 
fore this bilLbecornes a law, I trust that 
the amendment which I shall offer, or 
some better one, will be incorporated, 
making full and complete provision at an 
early date for the true valuation of all 
the railroad property of the United 
States. 


"When it is remembered that the com- 


mission is the only tribunal that stands 
between the railroads and the public? 
that the power conferred upon the com* 
mission is the power of congress itself?: 
that .the commission really represent* 
the government of the United State* 
does not the proposed law seem to fall 
short of a just and comprehensive treat- 
ment of a great subject of .legislation^: 
I would not be unfair. The bill iiiw 
neither ill intent nor high purpose, 
pediency seems to have been the cone- 
trolling factor in framing it. 


The history of the last thirty years-ofc 


struggle for just and equitable legisla- 
tion, demonstrates that the powerful 
combinations or organized wealth and 
special interests have had an overbal- 
ancing control in state and national leg- 
islation. 


For a generation the American people 


have watched the growth of this power 
in legislation. Against the natural laws 
of trade and commerce is set the arbi- 
trary will of a few masters of special 
privilege. The principal transportation 
lines of the country are so operated as 
to eliminate competition. Between rail- 
roads and other monopolies, controlling 
great natural resources and most of the 
necessaries of life, there exists a "com- 
munity of interests" in all cases and an 
identity of ownership in many. 


During this debate there has been 


much talk about the country 
having 


"hysteria." Magazine writers and press 
correspondents have been denounced, and 
there would seem to be an agreement 
that they are to be pursued and discred- 
ited, lest they lodge in the- popular mind 
a wrongful estimate of the public ser- 
vice. 


It does not lie in the power of any or 


all of the magazines of the country, or 
of the press—great .as it is—to destroy, 
without, justification, the confidence of 
the people in the American congreat.- 
Ncither can any mo.ft on earth, whatever 
his position or power, alter the settled 
conviction of the intelligent citizenship 
of thin, country, when it is grounded on 
fact and experience. It rests solely with 
the United States senate to fix and main- 
tain its .own reputation for fidelity to 
public trust. It will be judged by the 
record. It cannot repose in security up- 
on its exallied position, and the glorious 
herdltages of its traditions. It is worse 
than folly to feel, or to profess to feel 
indifferent with respect to public judg- 
ment. If public confidence is wanting in 
the congress, it is not of hasty growth, 
it is not the product of "jaundiced jour- 
nalism." It is the result of years of dis- 
appointment and defeat. It is the out- 
growth of a quarter of a. century of keen, 
discriminating. study of public questions, 
public records, and the lives of public 
men. 
Our responsibility is great, our 


duty is plain.

BAD BEEN SICK AND 


AILING FOE LONG TIME 


Born in Wales and Came Here in 1856 


—Pioneer, Business Man and 


Vocalist of Note-Funer- 


al Wednesday. 


Evan 0. Jones, pioneer, business man, 


soldier of the civil war and a vocalist of 
national reputation, died at 6 o'clock 
Saturday afternoon, April 21, at his 
home, 847 Park avenue, after a long and 
painful illness, which he bore with pa- 
tience and resignation., in the 69th-year 
of , his age. Few men were better or 
more favorably known in the city than 
Mrr Jones. ;For many years he follow- 
ed^he business of a meat merchant, dif- 
ferent citizens being engaged with him. 
iHe^frasi a member of the Masonic frater- 
iirJty; Governor Harvey Post, No. 17. G. 
:A.3J"., being its. secretary; St. David's so- 
[ciety 
and its secretary; was endowed 


with a fine tenor voice and 'took a visry 
;prominent part in all musical events in 
ithe city, as leader of church choirs, mix- 
ed "choruses and all of the Eisteddfods 
held here for years, in competitionii for 
prizes and his choirs were generally suc- 
cessful, one chorus winning the 
$500 


prize at the national Eisteddfod held in 
Chicago some years ago. For a number 
of years he has filled the position of 
deputy United States revenue collector 
for Racine and Kenosha counties, and no 
man ever served with better satisfaction 
to his Superior officers than he, for the 
reason that hia penmanship, was perfect 
and his abilities as an accountant-cor- 
rect in ever respect. 


WAS BORN IN WALES. 


Deceased was born in the town of 


Machynlleth, Montgomeryshire, North 
Wales. With his parents, Evan and 
Catherine (Owen) Jones, four sisters-and 
his grandfather, he came to America in 
1856, settling in Racine. His early edu- 
cation was acquired in his native town 
and he also passed an examination to 
enter an Episcopal college at Llanymddy- 
fri, South Wales, but he did not take 
advantage of that opportunity, learned 
a: trade which he followed for some time, 


his health failed and he took up the 


meat business, and with his father en- 
gaged in it after settling in Racine. In 
the year 1861 he went to California, but 
only remained there 
about 
eighteen 


months and returned to the Belle City. 


GOES TO THE'WAR. 


: -It 'was jn August, 1863, when the war 
of the rebellion was raging, that he en- 
listed in Company F, Twenty-second reg- 
iment, Wisconsin volunteers, and receiv- 
ed the appointment of orderly sergeant. 
He'proceeded with his regiment to Ken- 
tucky, afterwards to Tennessee, was tak- 
en prisoner with his regiment at the bat- 
tle of Brentwood station and was sent to 
Libby prison, Richmond, Va., and suf- 
fered all of the hardships which the 
prisoners of war were subjected to in 
southern prisons. After his release the, 
regiment was reorganized at St. Louis 
and sent to Tennessee. When at Mur- 
friesbpro he was stricken with a severe 
attack of sickness, and he was honorably 
discharged, holding at that time the of- 
fice, of sergeant major of his. regiment.

Nearly all Eacine People in Cal- 


ifornia Accounted for-Be- 
lated Telegrams Eeceived 


With one or two exceptions all of the 


Racine people at San Francisco when the 
earthquake and fire occurred, have been 
heard from and they are well and safe. 
This- will be gratifying news, as there 
was much anxiety felt in all parts of the 
city, possibly forty residents being lo 
cated in or visiting the Golden State. 


A telegram was received this morning 


from Mr. F. W. Starbuck of'the Journal, 
dated San Francisco, April 21; announc- 
ing that all were safe and advising his 
son that his address would remain un- 
changed. This would indicate that the 
earthquake and fire did not injure the 
property where Mr. -Starbuck and his 
family occupied rooms on California 
street. They were located, as near as 
can be ascertained, about a mile from 
where the fire was finally stopped. Mr. 
Starbuck and family expect to leave Cal- 
ifornia within three or four weeks for 
their home in Racine. 


P. H. Clancy received a message from 


his wife yesterday, informing him that 
she was safe and well at San Mateo. 
. Mrs. Glaus Harms, wife of Policeman 
Harms, received: a-postal card; dated at 
San Jiancisco, California, April 19, 'from 
her brother, Conrad Foertsch, stating 
that ha and his family were all right,- 
but that his brother Henry could.not be 
found.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 23.—H. a 


TUaen, one of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the general relief committee wa» 
shot and almost instantly killed in hia 
automobile about 12 o'clock last night 
while returning from Menlo park, by 
men supposed to be members of the citi- 
zens' patrol. Hugo Altsehull, coachman, 
was in the automobile, was cut in.tha 
face'by a bullet and another ball pierced 
the seat and struck R. G. Heaman, act- 
ing lieutenant of the second company of 
the signal corps in the back. The force 
of the bullet had been spent and Seaman 
who had been detailed on special duty, 
with Tilden, picked the ball out of bis 
cartridge belt. The shooting occurred at 
Twenty-second and Geuerroro streets. 
Three men suspected of having done th^ 
shooting are under arrest. 


Major Tilden was a prominent commis- 


sion merchant, a member of Gov. Pardec'a 
staff, and was one of the 
foremost 


workers in the general relief work. H« 
had taken his three children and a. nurse 
from the fourteen mile house, where they 
had been since the earthquake to Menlo 
park, where he has a summer cottage, 
His automobile had been used- as an am- 
bulance in conveying sick and wounded. 
to the hospitals and was carrying tha 
Red Cross flag partly displayed on bis 
car. Besides this he had the Red Cross 
insignia on his arm. According to Act- 
ing Lieutenant Seamon Tilden was hia 
own chauffeur and left Menlo park 
about 9 o'clock. At Twenty-eighth, and 
Guerrero streets, they were challenged 
by the first chain of patrols and upon 
calling out "Red Cross," were allowed to 
pass. At Twenty-fifth street a second 
guard challenged them, and immediately 
gave way upon perceiving the Red Cross 
flag. Crossing Twenty-second street, at 
about fifteen miles an hour, according tot 
Seaman, six men stood in the middle of 
the road, separating when the car. got 
within fifty feet of them. 


When within ten-feet of the guard, 


Seamen claims they began shootiEg with- 
o'ut warning or challenge and kept up 
firing after the car had passed them. 
Shots from in front took no effect with 
the exception of a bullet grazing the fac« 
of Tilden's friend. 


"The machine had gone about fifty feet 


past the patrol," said Seaman, "when 
the car stopped suddenly. Tilden fell 
over towards me, saying "Well," they got 


i—they killed me,' flopped back in the 


seat and rolled out of the car. I sprang 
up and fired five shot 4 in quick succes- 
sion at those who were still shooting be- 
hind us. About the same time that Til- 
den fell in my lap a bullet struck me in 
the back and nearly knocked me out of 
the seat. .1 put my hand to my Webb 
cartridge belt and picked out the bullet 
which came through the seat. The man 
who did the shooting was in Shaika uni- 
form. A doctor came running from * 
louse nearby and after examining Til- 
den said he was dead. Several police- 
men came .running up and arrested two 
of the men who did the shooting." 


Altchul whose right cheek is swollen 


where one of the shots grazed it, stated 
;hat Tilden stopped the. machine when 
the shooting began, jumped out of the 
car, saying: "I am shot, they have kill- 
ed me,"" ran to tlfe sidewalk and fell 
dead. • The three men under arreat ara 
E. S. Boynton, a telephone instructor in 
the employ of the Pacific States Tele- 
phone company; George W. Simmons and 
Malcom Vance. They are all young men 
ind members of the citizens' patrol. 
Boynton declares that he did not see the 
Eled Cross flag on Tilden's car, and when 
,lie latter did not stop when challenged, 
ic fired. The coachman in the car then 
)egan shooting and Simmons and Vanea 
eplicd. The killing of Tilden has creat- 
ed the greatent indignation.

NOT A NEW ..SENSATION. 


To a reporter Dr. Fleming told of his 


adventures. 


"I was sleeping in a. room on the third 


ftoor of the hotel," said Dr. Fleming, 
"when the first shock occurred. An 
earthquake in San Francisco was no new 
sensation to me. I was there in 1868 
when a boy 10 years old, when the first 
<great earthquake came. But that was a 
gentle rocking of a cradle to the one of 
Wednesday.

"I awoke to the groaning of timbers, 


the grinding, creaking sound, then came 
tKe roaring street. Plastering and wall 
decorations fell. The sensation 'was aX 
though the buildings were stretching1 
and''writhing like a snake. The darkness, 
was intense. Shrieks of women, higher, 
shiiller than that of the creaking tim- 
b'ers cut the air. I tumbled from Hie 
bed and crawled, scrambling toward the 
door. . The twisting and writhing ap- 
peared to increase. The air w.as oppres- 
sive. I seemed to be saying to myself, 
will it never, never stop. I wrenched tha 
lock, the door of the room swung back 
against my shoulder. Just then the 
building seemed to breathe, stagger and 
right itself. 


"But I fled from that building as from 


a falling wall. I could n,ot Mlieve that 
it could endure such a shock and still 
stand. 


NIGHTROBES AND PAJAMAS. 


"The 
next I remember I was standing 


in the street laughing at the unholy ap- 
Jpl'aratice Of half a hundred men clad in 


Ljamas—and less. , 


t "The women were in tlieir nightrobes; 
jtney made a better, appearance than the 
?men, The street was a rainbow of col- 
ors in the early morning light. There was 
.every stripe and hue of raiment never 
.intended to be seen outside the boudoir. 


•; "I looked at a man at my sides he 
*W(as laughing at me. Then for .the first 
jtime I became aware that I was in pa- 
3 tunas '^myself. I turned and fled back 
to my room.

ASSISTED THE WOMEN. 


."There I dressed, packed my grip nnd 


hastened back to the street.. AH the big 
buildings on Market street toward the 
Ferry were standing, but I marked four 
separate fires. The fronts of the small 
buildingse had fallen out into the streets 
and at some places the debris had broken 
throxigh the sidewalk into cellars, 


"I noticed two women near me. They 


were apparently without escort. One 
said to the other: 'What wouldn't "I 
give to be back in Los Angeles again.' 


"That awakened a kindred feeling and 


J proffered my assistance, I put my 
overcoat on the stone steps of a building' 
itnd told them to ait there. 


"Ill less than two minutes those steps 


appeared to pitch everything forward, to 
be .Hying «t me.: The groaning and 
Writhing started afresh.

"But I was just stunned. , I atood 


there in the street -with debria falling 
about me. It seemed., the natural thing 
for the tops of buildings to cal-een over 
and forefronts to fall out.t 1 do not 
even recall that thle women screamed. 


BUILDINGS EIGHTED AGAIN: 


"The street gave a convulsive shudder 


and the buildings somehow' righted them*, 
selVes Again. I thought they had crash-' 
ed . together above iny head. The two 
women arose and started to wa'lk. I fol- 
lowed in a kind of ainnless sort' of way. 
The. street was filled with moving things 
again. The rainb'ow raiment had disap- 
peared, and all were clad in street 
clothes. Everyone was walking, but 
there was no confusion. We did not 
even seem in a hurry. Down Market 
street the flames w.ere growing brighter. 


"We walked without luggage to the 


St. Francis hotel. Fires were burning 
down toward the ferry, but the fire de- 
partment had turned it. We had faith 
in the fire department. 


SOLDIERS APPEAR. 


"Soon I became aware that squads of 


soldiers were patrolling the streets. li 
appeared perfectly natural. I do not 
think I wondered why they were there. 


'Men and women were all about us. 


We looked at each other and talked, 
even tried lamely to joke. But every 
few miiiutes a 'Convulsive .quiver swept 
bhrough the city. The earth seemed to 
b e shivering*.

"I noticed that the eyes of the men 


&& women were rolling restlessly. Their 
tones were pitched high. It seemed to 
grate on my nerves. Thea I fell to won- 
dering whether I was talking shrilly too: 


NEVER.OVERCHARGED. 


"In front of the fire always walked the 


soldiers. A number of times I hired ex- 
press wagons. We could ride, for a few 
blocks and get out on the sidewalk. In 
not a single instance were we charged 
more than a reasonable price for tha 
ride.

'Once .we loitered 'until the soldiers 


came up. A rough fellow, who had been 
standing by my side, tried 
to dart 


through the line. He looked like a beach 
ccjmber. 


'fA young lieutenant caught him- by 


the coat. 'Here,' he called to his men, 
'shoot this man.' 
i ;"I hurriefl on, without looking back. I 
don't remember that I heard a shot fir- 
ed. But at the time it seemed so trivial 
a matter that I did not pay much atten- 
tion to it. 


THE FIRE SWEPT BOUNDARIES 


Streets WbloU Mark the End of Flames In 


Run Franctarc^ 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 21.—In 
the 


section north of Market street tne ruined 
district is practically bounded on 
the 


west by Van Ness avenue, although in 
many blocks the flames destroyed squares 
to the w«st of that thoroughfare. The 
Van Ness avenue burned line nins north- 
erly to Greenwich street, which is a few 
blocks from the bay. Then the boundary 
goes up over Telegraph Hill and down 
to that portion of the shore that faces 
Oakland. Practically everything includ- 
ed between MarVet, Van New avenue, 
Greenwich, and the bay, ia in ashes. On 
the east Bide of Hyde street Hill, the fire 
burned down to Bay street and Mont 
goraery avenue and stopped at that in 
tersection. All south of Market street 
with perhaps some exceptions in the TI 
cinity of the Pacific mail dock is gone. 
This section 19 bounded on the north by 
Market street and rung out to Guererro 
street, goes out that street two blocks, 
turns west to Dolores, runs west six 
blocks to about Twenty-second, taking 
an irregular course southward, spreading 
out as far as Twenty-fifth street and 
going down that way to the southerly 
bay shore. Holla V. Watt, .western man- 
ager of the Royal and Queen Insurance 
companies and one of the most prominent 
insuranCB men on the coast was asked 
today if he would hazard an estimate pn 
the financial loss. He said: 


"My idea is something like $200,000,- 


000. I have heard other insurance men 
place the figures five hundred millions. 
We don't know; it is simply too big*for 
any human head. to figure out at this 
time."

The newer church, built of brick 
alongside of the old building, suffered 
from the earthquake.

WAS GUEST. AT PALACE. 


OAKLAND, Cal., April 20.-<Among 


the refugees 
from San Francisco who 


found themselves stranded in this city, 
were John Singleton, a .Los Angeles mil- 
lionaire, his wife and her sister. The 
Singletons were staying at the Palace 
hotel when the earthquake shook occur- 
red on .Wednesday morning. Mr. Single- 
ton gives the following account of his 
experience: 


"The shock wrecked the rooms in 


which we were sleeping.. We managed 
to get our clothes, on and get out im- 
mediately. We had been at the hoteT 
only two days and left probably $3,000 
worth of personal effects in the room. 


"After leaving the Palace, we secured 


an express wagon for $25 to take us to 
the Casi, near Golden Gate park where 
we stayed Wednesday night. On Thurs- 
day morning we managed to get a con- 
veyance at enormous cost and spent the 
entire day in getting to the Palace. We 
paid a dollar apiece for eggs and a dollar 
for a loaf of bread. On these and a lit- 
tle, ham we had to be satisfied. We 
reached Oakland last night on a ferry 
boat and are now trying to get back to 
Los Angeles." 


STRAPPED FOR MONEY. 


• Mr. Singleton, like thousands of other 
people in Oakland, found himself with- 
out funds this morning, and as there are 
no banks open and none will be open un- 
til Monday, he had difficulty in securing 
cash until he met some one who kne\y 
him. 
The people who find themselves 


without money in'Oakland are numerous 
and all are having difficulty in securing 
cash owing to the banks and all business 
houses being closed'by: proclamation of 
the governor. Those who are unable to 
buy food, however," are being supplied by 
the local relief committees and by the 
various churches which are being thrown" 
open to accommodate the homeless from 
across the bay.'

Mme. Sembrieh placed the loss by the 


destruction of her elegant costumes at

When they were seen by an Associated 


Press representative in their special cars 
today; the opera stars gave an interest- 
ing account of their experiences. 


On the morning pf the earthquake, the 


members of the company were distribut- 
ed among the different hotels, most of 
them being at the Palace, St.' Francis and 
the "Oaks. Caruspj Scotti, Miss Walker. 
Miss Abbott, Miss Jacoby and other prin- 
cipals were at the Palace. Plancon and 
Dipple and Mme. Sembrieh were at the 
E>t. Francis and the musicians and the 
chorus at the Oaks. Mme. Eames, Miss 
Fremsted and several others were at pri- 
vate hotels or i-esiden/es. The sudden 
shock brought all out of their bed rooms 
in all kinds«,of attire. The women were 
in their night dresses, the men in paja- 
mas, none pausing to dress, all convinced 
that their last hour had come. Ten min- 
utes later, Caruso was seen seated on his 
valise in the middle of the street!' Many 
of th« others had rushed to open squares 
or other places of supposed safety. Even 
than it was difficult to avoid the debris 
falling from the crumbling wallsv 


A few had time and presence of" mind 


to pack up some necessities before the 
outbreak of fires in all1 directions, barred 
them from returning to. their rooms, but 
very few saved" anything. Several of 
those stopping at the Oaks were awn k- 
«ned by plaster from the ceilings falling 
on their bed and had barely time to flee 
for their lives. One singer was scan 
standing in the street, .barefoot, and 
clad only iu his underwear, but clutah* 
ing a favorite violin, which he.Imd car- 
ried with him in his flight..

United States,' but in 
the latter year it'; was terminated; so 
that commerce between the two coun- 
tries was unaffected by special'trade 'ar- 
rangements until April, 1897, when the 
United States was^ploced at a'slight dis- 
advantage as compared with the United 
Kingdom, products from 
that country 


entering 'the Dominion') of Canada'being 
admitted, by special arrangement, at a 
reduction of 12% per cent on the tariff' 
•levied on imports, from other countries. 
On August 1, 1888, the i-eduction in'fav- 
or of British products -was increased to 
25 per cent, and on July 1, 1000. was still 
further increased to 33% per cent. 'De- 
spite these advantages 'in favor of goods 
entering Canada from the.United King- 
dom exports to Canada from that coun- 
try grew from $29,743,712 in 1397 to $59,- 
808,556 in 1904—an increase of $30,000,- 
000; 
while exports to Canada from the 


United States grew from $64,628,821 in 
1807 to $140,529,581 in 1905—an increase 
of $76,000,000.

Philadelphia is one of the big cities

tion should be made just as compulsory 
in the town elections, as in. any elections 
in the cities. No election precinct should 
be exempted, not a pecinct absolved from 
the opcratons of a state law. Every pro- 
vision should be precisely as applicable 
to a. village election as a city election. If 
it bo said the country election worker is 
BO honest no guard is needed, that in the 
haunts of the. tillers of the soil there are 
no temptations, that in our country 
towns human nature needs no such rail-

OCR CANADIAN TRADE. 


In 1887 the United States enjoyed Can- 


adian. trade to the extent of 42.6 per 
cont and England 42.0 per cent, thus di- 
vided exactly in half between the two as 
to supplying Canadian wants. By 1897 
thia percentage of ours increased to 53.5 
and tho percentage of England had de- 
creased to 27.6 per cent. Last year the 
percentage of this country reached 60.6 
per cent, -while England eould only show 
up with 24 per cent. 


The United States is now selling to 


tho Canadian people something in excess 
of six- tenths of all goods and products- 
they need, while the mother country is 
only able to sell to her dependency a lit- 


THE SAME FOR At,!.. 


An exchange remarks, that,-it is not 


the number of people who have been in- 
duced to invest in stock corporations of 
a public and semi public nature or the 
great-trusts-of the country, but whether 
or not, whatever the number of stock- 
holders, few or many, shall enjoy or re- 
ceive ' special favors, priveleges, or con- 
cessions or discriminations, not accorded 
to all'others. 


,In this connection it may be remarked 


that careful observers have, concluded 
that public sentiment very generally is 
not seeking to absolutely fix the rates at 
which public carriers shall serve the pub- 
lic, but.is seeking with great earnestness 
to have the general public served alike. 
This means no preferences, no discrimi- 
nations in rebates to one interest or ship- 
per and -the same not granted to other 
interests and shippers. The demand is 
the cessation of all forms of favoritism 
and the application of the same rates to 
all alike which notoriously is not the 
case now. 
' 
• 


It is equally notorious that to favor 


one special interest or men an actual're- 
bate is not necessary, for the public car- 
rier may, by fixing rates to competitors 
of the specially to be favored interest, 
make it very hard upon what are known 


is as independent operators or producers or 


manufacturers to compete,, and in fact, 
make it impossible to do business at all; 
This is now the case in several1 states 
notably in Kansas. A raise in the rates, 
some jugging with the rate sheets and 
the independents find themselves barred. 
It is to correct the well-founded abuses, 
to enable shippers, producers 4n<3 manu- 
facturers who have excellent reasons for 
believing some-trust or'favored interest, 
have an advantage in any one of the 
present processes by which unjust prefer- 
ences are given and unfair rates, that so 
large a.number of the American people 
favor congress enacting national legisla- 
tion to this end. 
"•'

Thus it is to enable a commission to 


correct what is deemed'an unfair rate 
or unjust practice, of favoritism, that an 
effective addition to the interstate Inw is 
demanded. It is not the plan of 'the con- 
servatives who justly denounce injustice 


tle less than a fourth of their needs. The 
method adopted by Canada to increase 
liar-trade with the old country, by means 
of preferential duties has failed and is 
one more convincing demonstration that 
tie nataral trade movements cannot be 
legislated against. The natural 
trade 


movement is for Canada and the United 
States 'to do business with each other, 
and it1 would eeem clear enough that the 
explanation ns to why we do not buy 
more with Canada is that tli c present 
tariff duties prevent for one thing; but 
another and legitimate reason is that as 
Canada increases her products we need 
over there, we shall sell more and mote 
to her. Just now we can produce and 
man>.rfact!ire much more in proportion 
of what the Canadian people need, than 
can these people pr"duce and manufac- 
ture what we need. 


A reciprocity treaty would naturally, 


as conditions nre now, help CaWda more 
than such would us, arid might be all 
right, but the decided increases of trade 
bettwcn the two countries is not because 
of anjMwriff, but because of the natural 


wherever it may be • found or whoever 
may practice such, that congress should 
authorize any commission .to construct 
^railroad freight tariff sheets, but ;it is 
desirable and necessary to insure, fair- 
ness . that a commisiaon should possess 
ample power to bar out unjust rates arid 
to promptly pufc an end to any preferen- 
tial-practices, however practiced. If the 
public.carriers are'fair to all interests, 'it 
the public carriers resort to no preferen- 
tial treatment, and if such.give-the public 
just rates, there-will be no interference

Modern science is virtually ,in dense ig- 
norance of ithe causes that \led to -the 
seismic, disturbances; which1 pn Wednes- 
day brought disaster .to San, Francisco/ 
and within n fortnight ..wrought, hiivqc in 
the vicinity of MtV Vesuvius. .The strong- 
est men,'the . most enlightened minds 


must acknowledge the helplessness to 
combat, or word off, or give warning be- 
fore the awful calamity of an'earthquake. 
, The San Francisco earthquake is by far 
ihe most appalling and destructive in the 
history of the United States. 
In the 


Galveston and Charleston-disasters there 
was a greater loss pf life, but in these 
while thej were undoubtedly caused by 
seismic disturbances remote Srbrh the 
scene of the, calamity, the'submerging of 
the-eities by tidal waves was responsible 
for the thousands of death's. San Fran- 
cisco may congratulate herself, in fact, 
though favorably -'situated' for such a phe- 
nomenon, the. havoc of'the tidal wave 
did not accompany 'the earthquake. 


A tidal wa'ye in not an unusual accom- 


paniment to an earthquake, and ^had. 
such occurred in San Francisco, the-'loss, 
of life must have been enormous. 


Though the earth has' rumbled, at in- 


tervals along our Pacific coast it was-be- 
lieved 'that the coast 'generally-was im- 
mune against the more terrible calami- 
ties, of a'serious earthquake. Modern. 
fikyescrapers were the worst sufferers.and 
as a result it is possible the whole archi-. 
tecttire of our coast cities may undergo 
a change,'to tlje low flat style so preva- 
lent in countries within the earthquake 
zone.

THE COTTAGE

do away entirely with the present system 
of erecting immense buildings for the ac- 
commodation of the insane, and to in- 
stead build many modern cottages. It is 
claimed by this plan the insane would be- 
much better off and be more amenable 
to.treatment, omitting oven any consid- 
eration of economy.

science is leaning decidedly towards the 
conviction insane patients can be han- 
dled to better advantage by the cottage 
system then when as is the case now 
housed in great .buildings.

It does not .appear the plan being jad-. 


vocated contemplates cottages for single! 
patients, but the erection of modern1 
buildings upon the .cottage plan..of ono 
story, and housing a small .number.,^ 
patients. It would be more in the nature-- 
of small family groups and in many wa-y.s 
be more desirable than treating thejiri1 
sane' herded in one or two large bu'ild;- 


The^ cottage plan is also being urgent, 


as a better method of treating tuberou; 
losis patients, nnd is the plan to be 
adopted in our own state. For this meth- 
od, it is' claimed with justice, better ven- 
tilation can be had, the patients will be 
more isolated and yet being grouped in 
small families as it wp.re, really be much 
more comfortable and satisfied. The dis- 
ease may be thus also much better han- 
dled, and 
with 
the added factors of 


better sunlight, ventilation and sanita- 
tion, and more homelike surroundings, 
tuberculosis patients: on entering the 
state hospitals conducted,upon this en- 
lightened and modern plan, through the 
cheerful and attractive surroundings, will 
have right at the start attained a tre- 
mendous advantage towards reaching 
either a euro or at least the stopping 
effectually of the ravages of the dreaded 
consumption or white, plague as it is 
known.

The advantages of many groups of 


these modernized cottages, entirely open 
to the glorious sunlight and sunshine, 
with the superior advantages enjoyed of 
securing them much more effective sani- 
tation, and of the advantages thus offer- 
ed by patients gathered in smaller 
groups who thus will enjoy social inter:.] 
course, together with the. superior fa- 
cilities • extended to physicians ought;to 
bring about- a speedy general adoption 
of the cottage plan.

" A'^dfecision of the supreme court of a 
weBtlra state completely knocks out the 
state law which required butter manufac- 
turers to brand on each package of but- 
ter they'p'ut up, the exact weight of such 
package. The suit was brought against a 
grocer for selling butter'not so marked 
with the weight and consequently arrest- 
ed, put up a fight alleging the law was 
unconstitutional. The court has held the 
defendant is right and the state law not 
constitutional and that no state law can 
Compel packages to be marked or label-' 
^d by manufacturers or. dealers, taking as 
an assumption that no legislature can im- 
pose any unnecessary nnd onerous bur- 
din upon property or impair the right of 
contract. It is an unwarranted restric- 
tiqn, says the majority of the judges, on 
a [Citizen's constitutional right 
to his 


property, and as the decision says this 
can not be done, except it be done under 
th^ police power for the protection of 
the public health, morals and safety, it is 
clear that in this state at least, it is not 
contrary to the public health, good mor- 
als or safety if dealers and manufactur- 
ers put up package^ labeling them or not 
as they please, but selling such in the 
market for certain, prescribed weights, 
which they may or not be. 


It is thus lawful to sell butter for two 


pounds or one pound weight, when in 
fact the package may only weigh a pound 
and three-quarters- or three quarters, and 
this is not contrary to- good .morals. If 
this is good laiv there can be in ho state 
a pure food law which requires the label- 
ing of food packages for what they really 
are.

prompt action as regards such. Suppose 
some day a f6reign government writes a 
nasty note to ours'to tbo effect that'cer- 
tain indebtedness remains unpaid and 
certain claims dxlly presented to our gov- 
ernment had received no consideration by 
congress.

Three Hundred Thousand Homeless 


and Hungry Refugees-Price of 


Bread Fixed at Five Cents 


a Loaf. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 20—The peo- 


ple of San Francisco, homeless and starv- 
ing, are facing the ^awful calamity Which 
swept the great city practically out of 
existence, with a spirit of resigned for- 
titude that must command the admira- 
tion of the world at large. 


There are no evidences of weakness 


among 
the crowds of stricken 'people 


moving back reluctantly upon each ad 
vance of the destroying flames, which 
continue to sweep toward the ocean. Ap 
palled for the moment, but undaunted 
the bravery exhibited by men, women 
and children in face of overwhelming dis 
aster, is that of a race destined to arise 
stronger than ever out of the ruins whiel 
now surround them. 


FINE BUILDINGS MUST GO. 


There is little left today of the gaj 


city.' There seems little hope now o 
•aving the choicest residence sectiori o 
the city lying west and north of Van 
Ness avenue. The men of the fire de 
partment who have throughout the 
i 


tire conflagration done splendid we » 
are still making strenuous 
efforts 
lo 


check the flames, but 
without avail. 


Water is in better supply, but of little 
vise apparently against the headway now 
gained by the fire. Owing to the tre- 
mendous heat, the buildings for some 
distance from the fire are as dry as tin- 
der and .they seem to disappear like a 
flash the minute the flames reach them. 


SUSTENANCE, MAIN QUESTION. 
The care of the three hundred thou- 


sand homeless and hungry refugees now 
gathered in the city's public squares and 
parks is now the main problem the local 
authorities have to. solve.. They-must be 
fed, and bread, meat and drink are lack- 
ing. All the leading cities and towns 
throughout the country are now exert- 
ing themselves to aid the sufferers and 
provisions are now headed for them from 
many points, 


TRICE OF BREAD FIXED. 


Bread has already sold as high as $1 


a 
loaf in the stricken city, and two 


loaves and a can of sardines brought in 
one instance, §3.50. But this condition 
of affairs will not be permitted to last 
long. In towns across the bay the mas- 
ter bakers hnve met and fixed the price 
of bread at 5 cents a loaf, with the un- 
derstanding that they will refuse to sell 
to retailers who attempt to charge fam- 
ine prices. The committee of 
citizens 


now in charge of the situation here, will 
also use every effort to keep the price 
01 food down to the ordinary prices. 


RELIEF STATIONS ESTABLISHED. 
This committee of safety, composed of 


fifty of the leading citizens of San Fran- 
cisco with Mayor Schmitz at its head, 
will meet today to take all necessary 
steps for the protection and assistance of 
the victims of the fire. 


Three relief stations for the homeless 


have already been established by the 
general committee. These stations are 
the temporary homes of the homeless. 
The stations are at Golden Gate park, 
Presidio and San Bruno road. 


LIKE IMMENSE TENTED CITY. 
By order of the general committee all 


remaining stores were entered by tho po- 
lice last night and their goods confiscat- 
ed. .Caravans of provisions are now on 
their way to the three relief stations. 


In the meantime th.c hills and beaches 


of San Francisco look like an immense 
tented city. 


For miles through the park and along 


the beaches from Ingleaide to tho sea 
wall at North Beach, the homeless are 
camped in tents, makeshifts rigged up 
from a few sticks of wopd and a blanket 
or sheet. 


300,000 IN OPEN AIR. 


Golden Gate park and the Pan Handle 


looks like one vast camping ground. It 
is said that fully 100,000 persons, includ- 
ing rich and poor, sought refuge in Gold- 
en Gate park, alone, fully two hundred 
thousand more homeless being located 
at the other places of refuge. At Ports- 
mouth Square yesterday it became for 
the time a public morgue. Between 
twenty and thirty corpses,were laid side 
by side upon the trodden gross .for lack 
of a more suitable place. It in said when 
the flames threatened to reach the square 
the dead, mostly unknown, were remo

Another arrival describes a number "bf 


In'th'e 
midst of ruined four story buildings 
stood a house of three stories, which h'a'd 
been lifted on jackscrews and timbers'to 
make room for another story beneath'iti. 
It stood apparently unharmed by the 
shock. Not a piece of the underpinning 
was displaced. One of the churches on 
Van Ness avenue had a mosque-like 
dome. The building was blown down, all 
the walls falling away, but the _steel 
structure, invisible at a distnce, remain- 
ed supporting the dull gray dome, which 
seemed floating in the air like a balloon. 
Two "theatrical people were in a hotel in 
Santa Rosa when the shock came. The 
room was on the fourth floor. The roof 
collapsed. The woman was thrown from 
the bed and both were caught by the 
descending timbers and pinned helplessly 
beneath the debris. They could speak to 
each other and could touch one another's 
hands, but the weight was so great that 
they could do nothing to liberate" them- 
selves. After three hours rescuers came, 
cut a hole in the roof and both were re- 
leased uninjured. The man had in, his 
room a pocket book containing $100 and 
his card and a pair of cuff buttons. Botih 
were restored to him before he left San'- 
ta Rosa. Among the queer sights wit-1 
nessed by this narrator was a lone, wo'- 
mau patiently pushing an upright piaifoi 
along the pavement a few inches at a 
time, an old man. riding a bicycle -and1 


; carrying a skye terrier, the only thing he 
had saved, and a woman lovingly em"-' 
bracing a Japanese doll. He also heard' 
a guest berating the proprietor of'a'h6;- 
tel five minutes after the shock because 
he had not been wakened at 5 o'clock 
according to instructions. The guest 
vowed indignantly that he. would never 
stop at that house again and he never 
will, for the hotel is not there. 


Miss Ina G. Bothwell, a student, tells 


of incidents at Stanford university. A 
girl was dressing in one of the sororiety 
houses, when the floor gave way. Her 
companion looked up, saw that she was 
gone, and shrieked: "Where are you, 
Mary?" "Oh, I am in the parlor," re- 
plied the girl calmly, as she wriggled out 
of the-heap of plaster and mortar below. 
One man, at least, according to Miss Both- 
well, missed what would have been the 
experience of a life time because he-did 
not wake up. Although the frn,t«nity 
house was almost ra-zed to the ground,-1 
this man, whose name she did not learn, 
slept on and was still sleeping when they 
rescued him from the ruins. 


"The fortunate thing about the earth- 


quake is that it did not occur in the day- 
time," said Miss Bothwoll. "In .that 
event the result would have been <ierri- 
ble. The buildings that are mostly oc- 
cupied by classes, were completely"''dci 
stroyed, and the loss of life would hiive 
been great." 


"There were ludicrous scenes even in 


the saddest hour, and I cannot forget 
them," said L. B. Ryter, n. Salt Lake 
mining man. "I never saw so many .par- 
rots, anary birds, mocking birds, and pet 
dogs together in my life. I saw a pet 
dog on the seat of an automobile, the 
owner of which would not stop to take 
in a wounded man on the sidewalk. One 
thing in particular will always remain in 
my memory. On a pile of bricks, stones, 
and rubbish was thrown the body of a 
man shot through the heart and on his 
chest was pinned a placard: 'Take warn- 
ing.' It wns a most effective way to ter- 
rorize those who -would steal or make 
trouble,

This was all she really 
could afford to give, but that is the way 
she felt about it.

With what 
checks are in the mails and with what 
came in today, it is believed that by 
night the purse will reach $2,000.
